ORDER 

On January 23, 2006, Plaintiff filed this action pro se , 
alleging employment discrimination and retaliation in violation of 
Title VII of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, 42 U.S.C. §§ 2000e 
et seq. , and the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, 29 U.S.C. §§ 705 et 
seq. .
